ATIEMPTTO
END STRIKE

Bay City Carmen Threaten
Strike Breakers.

SURROUND CAR BARNS

Mob of Three Thousand Men Try
to Make Strike Breakers
Desert.

MAYOR SCHMITZ IS MEDIATOR

Powerfyl Interests Are at Work to Bring

About Reconciliation—Cars Wil
Try to Run Today—Trouble
May Ensue.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 3.—Negotia-
tions toward the settlement of the ear-
men's strike were tesumed this after-
noon by Mayor Schmitz and continued
late into the night without resulta
Powerful interests anre being invoked to
offect a settlement and to avert a pro-
tracted strike. It is expected the United
Railroads will attempt to run cars to-
morrow,

All doy a erowd of strikers and sym-
pathizers numbening between one and
three thousand surrounded the United
Railroads® car honse at 28th and Mis-
sion, in which were housed about 300
strikebrenkers, who arrived this morn-
ing. Tscorted by an armed guand, the
men walked in a body from the atation
to the ear house. It is said the engineer
of the special train tied down the whis-
tle cord of the engine at the San Ma-
teo county line and blew a continuous
blast all the way to the city to apprise
the union pickets of the coming of the
strike breakers,

The pickets met the imported men,
but made no demonstration. They in-
vited the pew comers to the union eamp
and offered them employment at what-
evep trade they knew,

During the day several strike break-
ers escaped from the car house and
joined the strikers, At 10 o'clock to-
night a fight ensned between some strike
hrenkers and the punrds, who were try-
ing to prevent their departure, The
crowd which until then had been good
natured, heeame threatening and stones
beman to fly and the police on duty
called for reinforcements. Many women
in the mob were searcely less active than
the men. The committe of the strikers
counseled ngainst violence and aided the
police in keeping order, A number of
men, whe deserted were latep in the
day sent to the ear harn to act as mis-
sionaries,

MANY ARE TO BLAME.

PHILADELPHTA, Sept. 38.—District
Attorney Bell after an all day investi-
gation of the affairs of the defunct Real
Fstate Trust Company established direct
evidence of criminality and that more
than one person i3 respousible. Ar-
rests are now absolutely cortain and it
is known the snﬁlm-h\-l persons are un-
der sumveillance. “The depositz have
been swept away,” said Bell tonight,
“they haye been looted. My investign-
tions show that more than one person is
implicated. There will he arrests, but
whether tomorrow or later T have not
decided. T have found evidence that the
trust funds were tampered with beyond
the 850,000 niready reported, but I have
not concluded my investigation in this
department.”
